2. Citations and explanations: 

Claims 1-8 and 10 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Alfano et ai. Applicable to the claims as best 
understood, Alfano et al. disclose a magnetically controlled (col.5, lines 16-20) capsule that can be physically connected (Figs. 
11a, lib) or not physically connected (Fig.2), including an imaging device/electromagnetic wave detector (25), a light source (23), a 
laser (19) which could aliow for biopsy /excision, a wireless communication system (21), and a power generation system (27, coL5, 
lines 48-65). 

Claims 1-4, 6, and 8-10 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Yokoi et al. Applicable to the claims as best 
understood, Yokoi et al. disclose a magnetically responsive capsule (note [0160]) including magnets (43a,43c). light sources (19), 
imaging lenses (16), image (electromagnetic) sensor (18), antenna (31), memory ([0179]), transmitting/receiveing circuit (30), power 
source (29), power lines (23), and sensors such as temperature, pH, and position ([0179]). 



Claims 1-10 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus meet industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed 
can be made or used in industry.
